RECORDER SPEAKS ON 
THE PROBATION SYSTEM 


Board Holds Lively Session

The police commissioners at their 
meeting last night attacked the lead- 
ers of the recall movement, charging 
that those men published through a 
recent recall bulletin „malicious and 
misleading statements“ concerning 
their conduct of police affairs in At- 
lanta. 

Members of the commission were in- 
clined at first to treat with disregard | 
the statements that appeared in a re- 
cent recall bulletin that “they (the 
police commissioners) had only ‘sus- 
pended’ certain officers who were on 
the force for drinking, wife-beating 
and fighting over negro women.” 

‘These are malicious misstatements,” 
said Commissioner Edwin Johnson, 


as quoted excerpts from country 
papers under the heading of ‘what 


rellabiy informed that these so-called 
excerpts are nothing more than press 
dispatches which have been sent out 
from Atlanta by the press agent of 
the recall movement, who was recent- 
ly an Atlanta newspaper man. 


Charged to “Press Agent.” 

“This press agent has been sending 
out these malicious misstatements to 
country papers to the effect that the 
police commissioners ‘suspended’ these 
officers, and he himself knows full 
well that every officer was promptly 
discharged from the force without hes- 
itation on the part of this board. 

“When these misleading and mali- 
cious press dispatches are sent out

The Mayor Has a Word. 
Mayor Woodward said: 
“This bulletin makes it appear that 

I voted to put back on the force two 
policemen over Beavers’ protest who 
were removed because of misconduct 
in a negro dive. This is amusing to 
me, for the records will show that I 
was one of the few commissioners vot- 
ing to discharge these men, and who 
still voted not to put them back on the 
force.” 

Commissioner-Chairman W. p. Fain

as follows: 

“The recall press agent’s dispatch 
to an out-of-town paper, which, in 
turn, is quoted in their bulletin as a 
eriticism of me by this paper, states 
that Beavers, shortly before his re- 
moval as chief, caught me buying a 
drink of liquor in a club, and that I

had admitted to it. This is untrue and 


maliciously misrepresents the facts. I 
went to this club and found Chief Beav- 
ers in it myself. I ordered a drink in 
Beavers’ presence because I was a mem- 
ber of the club and had a nee ret right 
to do so.”

Made Provision for Family. 

The day before he left home he re- 
signed his position with the insurance 
firm of which he was an employee, ana 
made provision for maintenance of his 
home and his small family. 

Details of Cain’s leaving his home 
and the city were kept from a Consti- 
tution reporter who tried to obtain 
them from officials at police headquar- 
ters last night. Cain, however, talked 
with the reporter and told him the 
story. 

He stated that he and his wife had 
failed to agree, and that he had left 
home on that account, making provi- 
sions, however, for both her and the 
child during his absence. 

He was also in love with Mrs. Hard- 
ing, according to his story, and, short- 
ly after he left, she left her home also, 
he said. 

Their meeting at the Hotel Scovillé 
Monday night was after the young in- 
surance man returned to Atlanta from 
a business trip to several southern 
cities. 

“I didn’t abandon my wife,” said 
Cain to the reporter. I left money 
for her and made arrangements to 
send her $100 every month. We sepa- 
rated, I guess, about the way married 
people usually leave each other. We 
couldn’t agree.” l 

Was “Knocking Around,” 


In answer to questions, Cain stated}. 


that after he left the city’ he was in 
the employ of several enterprises, for 
which he traveled while away. He 
stated that he first went to Chattanoo- 
ga and then ‘knocked around different 
places.“ 

When asked if Mr. Harding knew of 
his wife’s arrest with him at the Sco- 


ville, or her being in love with him, 


Cain stated that he didn’t think that 
he did. 

An effort was made to see Mrs. Hard- 
ing, who was locked up under the care 
of Matron Mamie Hurd, but she refused

“An aged man walked into my office 
this morning, giving the name of Ben- 
jamin Miller. He says he is wanted 
for the murder of James Kirlin, in 
1879. He tells me that he is near death 
and that for nigh forty years he has 
been a hunted animal, driven from 
corner to corner of the earth. He says 
he is tired of it and wants to surren- 
der.“ 

Kirlin was a saloonkeeper. Miller 
shot him, it is charged, in a quarrel. 
An officer will be sent for Miller, who 
is said to be nearly 80.

Time for Formulation 
Of New World Religion, 
Unitarians Are Told 


Pittsburg, November 9$.—That the 
world is undergoing great social up- 
heavals and religious ferment and that 
the time is ripe for the formulation of 
a new religion was the statement of 
Professor Harry A. Overstreet, .of the 
College of the City of New York, ad- 
dressing a meeting of ministers late 
today.

“Much that is peculiar to 
the period of today is also peculiar to 
the Alexandrian period, when Chris- 
tianity was given its birth. Today sees 
great cults arising. There are great 
social upheavals. It is a great age of 
ferment.

TRADITIONS ARE BROKEN 
BY ADMISSION OF PEOPLE 


Never Before Have Japa- 
nese Been Allowed to Wit- 
ness Rites--Ceremony Cen- 
tered About Sacred Mirror. 


Kioto, November 10.—For the first 
time in history, the people of Japan 
and the representatives of the people 
of foreign lands were present today at 
the coronation of a mikado, when Yo- 
shihito, son of Mutsuhito, acceded to 
the throne of Nippon. 

The storx of this epochal event 10 
history of old Japan epitomized, . It 
the story of the Japanese deities of 
heaven and earth, of the veneration of 
the imperial ancestral gods and of the 
formal accession to sanctity of the 
monarch of today—Yoshihito—direct 
descendant of the immortal Jimmu, the 
first emperor and founder of the em- 
pire and descendant also, according to 
tradition, of the sun goddess and im- 
perial grand ancestress, Amaterasu 
Omikami, who dwelt in the heavenly, 


to talk or to even see the reporter, and | regions in prehistoric ages. 


The essence of the accession cere- 
mony centered about the Kashikodo- 
koro, or sacred mirror, which repre- 
sents the spirit of the sun goddesé,: 
Amaterasu. This divine mirror, 49 4 
posed to be of bronze, though no mor- 
tal eyes have gazed upon it, together 
with the sacred comma- shaped jewel 
necklace and the sacred sword, are 
known as the imperial treasures and 
symbolize the imperial power. The 
ceremony of this morning was a ritual 
seryice of ancestor worship and was 
held in a specially erected hall in the 
palace grounds known as the Shunko- 
den hall, where was enshrined the sa- 
cred mirror broug¥#t from Tokio. 

Veil of Seclusion Drawn. 

The drawing of the veil of seclusion! 
and the admission of foreigners and 
of the people of Japan to the holy 
service of accession was the visual 
evidence of Japan’s transition from the 
early years when the emperor. stood 
apart in severe separation from the 
world to a time when without abandon- 
ing his heavenly given sanctity he 
consented to emerge from his historic 
isolation. In the olden days the people 
were not present. Vaguely they heard 
that the monarch had acceded to his 
throne, but they had no prerogative in 
the matter. 

Today they were actually invited to 
the ceremonies. Their representatives 
in parliament were there grouped 
about the imperial throne symbolizing 
the new Japan. 

The Shunkoden was of plain, unvar- 
nished wood and consisted of an outer 
hall, inner hall and shrine. It was sim- 
ply decorated. Indeed, simplicity dom- 
inates the coronation ceremonies. The 
decorations were those of Shintoism, 
the religion adopted by the court, which 
is more pronouncedly a series of rites 
than a religion pure and simple. Be- 
sides the main hall were built other 
halls and annexes for the accommoda- 
tion of the people participating in and 
witnessing the ceremonies. 

At the appointed time the two gates 
“kenrei-mon” and “kenshun-mon,”’— 
respectively facing south and east— 
were opened for the reception of those 
allowed to attend the grand ceremony. 
The guards about the gates were exclu- 
sively those in the service of the im- 
perial household.

300,000 ALLIED TROOPS 
LANDED AT SALONIKI 


In Southern Serbia the Al- 
lies Are Making Presence 
Felt—Evident That Allies 
Will Make Hard Fight to 
Drive Back the Invaders. 


London, November 9. — Every day, 
every hour, adds to the peril of the 
Serbian armies fighting desperately to 
hold back the Austro-Germans from 
the north and the Bulgarians from the 
east, until the assistance their allies 
are sending can reach them. 

The Bulgarians have extended their 
grip on the Belgrade-Saioniki railway 
north and south of Nish and have oc- 
cupied Leskovac, south of the captured 
capital, and Aleksinac, to the north. 
At the latter point they are in close 
touch with the German army. which,

guns, with which they expect to drive 
the defenders from their fastnesses, 


ALLIED STRENGTH 
TELLING IN SOUTH. 


In the south the ever-growing 
strength of the French and British 
forces is beginning to tell. They are 
pressing an energetic offensive against 
the Bulgars; have managed to keep the 
railroad clear as far as Veles and are 
barring the Bulgars’ route to Munastir. 

It is reported that the allies have 
already landed 300,000 troops at Sa- 
loniki. 

A hint that Italy may aid Serbia in- 
directly by sending troops t Albania 
to meet a threatened Bulgarian inva- 
sion is contained in a semi-official note 
issued in Rome. 

Germany and her allies now control 
about two-thirds of Serbia. While it 
will be some time before the Germans 
can sufficiently repair the northern 
end of the railway for the transport 
of troops and munitions, their suc- 
cesses have enabled them to send sup- 
plies to the Bulgarians and Turks by 
the Danube as far as Nikopolis, from 
which point they can be sent by rail 
to Sofia and Constantinople. 


ALLIES PREPARING

REIGN OF FORCE DOOMED,

Britain Will Not Falter Nor 
Pause Till Smaller States 
of Europe Are Safe and 
Europe Itself Is Emanci- 
pated. 


London, November 9.—The lord may- 
or’s banquet in the Guild hall tonight, 
Sir Charles Cheers Wakefield having 
been inaugurated during the day, was 
made the occasion for a reiteration by 
Premier Asquith and A. J. Balfour, 
first lord of the admiralty, of confi- 
dence in the outcome of the war. 

The British prime minister, as though 
with the object of putting to rest the 
rumors of possible early peace negotia- 
tions, concluded his speech with the 
pronouncement: 

“Be the journey long or short, we 
shall not falter nor pause until we have 
secured for the smaller states of Eu- 
rope their charter of independence and 
for Europe itself its final emancipa-~- 
tion from a reign of force.“

Cheers for Asquith. 

Premier Asquith, his wife and 
daughter, were cheered when they en- 
tered the hall, and cheers were also 
given-by the Serbian minister and for 
the representatives of the allies, nota- 
bly the French and Italian ambassa- 
dors and the Russian Grand Duke 
Michael. The high commissioner of 
New Zealand, the Hon. William Thom- 
as Mackenzie, brought his son, who 
was blinded while serving in the Dar- 
danelles, and the young soldier was 
given an ovation. 

The Earl of Derby, director of re- 
cruiting, was warmly received, as was 
also the Belgian minister. 

When the toast, “The King,” was 
given, the assembly rose and sang the 
national anthem, 
done before. 

Sir John A. Simon, secretary for 
home affairs, responding to Our Al- 
lies,“ said that the alliance would be- 
come stronger with the duration of 
the war. 

French Ambassador Scores Germany. 

Paul Cambon, the French ambassa- 
dor, said: “Although the number of 
our enemies may have increased since 
last year, the number of our friends 
has been augmented. I am happy to 
see today our Italian colleagues.” 

Describing the war he gaid: “On 
the one side are tranquil courage, faith 
in an ideal of justice and liberty and 
the will to employ only legitimate 
means of defense. On the other, 
thoughts of lucre, forgetfulness of all 
the principles of humanity, the de- 
struction of an open town, the taking 
of innocent lives, a sort of perverse 
joy in the accomplishment of evil and 
a plan, pursued with childish  disre- 
gard of scruple, to dominate world by 
terror.”

ANCONA TRAGEDY 
70 CAUSE TROUBLE 
FOR UNITED STATES

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Washington Stirred by De- 
| struction of Liner—Contro- 
versy Foreseen Between 
United States and Austria 
Similar to That. With Ger- 
many Over Lusitania. 


Washington, November 9.—News of 
the sinking of the Ancona caused a 
sensation here tonight, as it was re- 
garded as foreshadowimg a new con- 
troversy between the United States 
land Austria similar to the critical dis- 
pute with Germany that followed the 
torpedoing of the Lusitania. Before 
making any comment, however, offi- 
cials awaited information on “two 
L-points—whether the vessel was tor- 
pedoed without warning and whether 
any Americans were among the victims. 

Should it develop that the liner was 
warned ‘and ignored it and attempted 
to escape, the rules of naval war- 
fare, according to the Wash- 
ington government's view, justified the 
use of force. If she was attacked 
without warning and a case parallel 
to the Lusitania develops, the attitude 
of the United States probably will be 
along the lines already followed with 
Germany—the dispatch of a note de- 
manding disavowal of the act, repara- 
tion and assurances that such inci- 
dents will not occur in the future. 

No Notice by Austria. 

Officially, Austria never has given 
the United States notice that she re- 
garded the waters of the Mediterra- 
nean surrounding Italy as blockaded, 
or that her submarine would torpedo 
merchantmen without. warning. This 
fact raises in the minds of some offi- 
cials the point as to how far the nego- 
tiations and exchange of notes be- 
tween the United States and Germany 
It 
was recalled tonight that Dr. Dumba, 
then the Austro-Hungarian ambassador 
here, participated in some of the in- 
formal conversations with Secretary 
Bryan subsequent to the sinking of the 
Lusitania, and became thoroughly fa- 
miliar with the American position. Just 
how far such notification as Ambassa- 
dor Dumba may have given his foreign 
office on the negotiations between the 
United States and Germany may affect 
the present situation is conjectural.

SINKING IS CALLED 
“ABSOLUTE CRIME.” 


New York, November 9.—William 
Hartfield, general manager of the Ital- 
ian line, tonight characterized the sink- 
ing of the Ancona as “an unnecessary 
crime” and “absolute murder.” He im- 
mediately cabled the Naples office of 
his firm asking for all information re- 
garding the disaster. | 

Although he had no list of her pas- 
sengers, Mr. Hartfield said the Ancona, 
on her last few voyages to this coun- 
try, had carried 300 or 400 passengers, 
among them a number of American 
citizens in the first cabin and in the 
steerage. Most of her Passenger list, 
Mr. Hartfield said, had been made up 
of women and children. He believed 
she carried a large number of women 
and children on her present voyage. 

The Ancona, he added, carried a crew 
of 160 men. At no time, said Mr. Hart- 
field, did the Ancona carry guns or 
munitions of war, because it was 
against the rules of the company to 
carry war munitions on the same ves 
sels with passengers.

ITALIAN OIL SHIP 

ON FIRE IN THE GULF. 

Galveston, Texas, November 9.—An 
Italian steamer, believed to be the oil- 
laden freighter Livietta, was afire at 
sea tonight 65 miles east of Sabine 
bar, according to a wireless message 
from the steamer Gulfstream, which 
was standing by. The Gulfstream re- 
pertec that the crew of the vessel had 

een taken aboard a tug which was 
making for Galveston, 

The message stated that the Gulf- 
stream established the nationality of 
the burning steamer, but was unable 
to approach close enough to determine 
its name. No other Italian steamer 
was reported as being due in that 
vicinity. 

The Livietta, a vessel of 1,709 tons, 
owned by Darroso Brothers, of Genoa, 
sailed from Port Arthur today for 
Buenos Aires with a cargo of 81,400 
cases of oil and 40,000 cases of gaso- 
line at the same time the Gulfstream 
departed for Bayonne.

Alfred J. Balfour, first lord of. the 
admiralty, replying for the army and 
navy, said that the French ambas- 
sador, in a speech of burning, scath- 
ing eloquence, had told them what 
were the moral objects for which the 
allies were fighting. He had to deal 
with the means and weapons by which 
the great ends were to be attained. 
The whole strategy of the allies, said 
the first lord, was based upon the al- 
lied fleets. Never was there a war in 
which dramatic incidents connected 
with allied fleets were fewer; never 
was there a war in which operations of 
the allied fleets were more essential 
to the land forces. Their fortunes 
would have been very dieffrent from 
what they were and what they were 
oing to be had it not been for the 
act that the allies from the first mo- 
ment took command of the seas.

They might 
be interpreted or misinterpreted by 
people who knew nothing of the Brit- 
ish aims, habits, thoughts or the ways 
this country had of treating great na- 
tional emergencies. 


Britons “Bears” on Themselves. 


“We always take a gloomy joy in 
self-depreciation,’ said Mr. Balfour. 
This is no new phenomenon. We 
should find it in every page of every 
great crisis in our history. Criticism 
is a good thing in its way, but criti- 
cism, however well intentioned, is apt 
to be grossly misunderstood.” 

He had not the slightest objection to 
domestic criticism, so long as it was 
confined to domestic affairs, but when 
it amounted to misuse of the press it 
might be positively dangerous and add 
to the strength of the enemies, whom, 
notwithstanding victories, they would 
have hard work to overcome. They, 
however, would be overcome. 

Mr. Balfour could not say whether 
the war would be long or short; he 
could not tell whether it was going 
to be decided in the east, the west or 
the south, he would make no fore- 
cast of military and naval operations. 

“But,” he said, “when I look at the 
forces to which the allies are opposed 
and the cause for which the allies 
are fighting—their strength growing 
every day; when I observe the strain 
put upon the enemies growing, in like 
manner, until it seems as if we are 
already in sight of the time when the 
strain will become intdlerable, then, 
without venturing upon a dogmatic

“In that long term of years,” he 
said, “there have been occasions when 
we found ourselves rent by domestic 
controversy.

The na- 
tional life flows in the deeper chan- 
nel of united purpose and concen- 
trated: resolve. 

“Since I last spoke in the Guild hall 
the whole face of the world has 
changed. We have brought together 
the scattered threads of our varied ac- 
tivities; we have woven them into a 
single web. A year ago we were con- 
fronted as a people by a great and 
searching test. We chose the harder 
‘and, I believe, the better course. We 
had no doubt then and we have no 
doubt now we are right and that we 
are sure to win.” } 

Referring to the seizure of The 
Globe newspaper. by the authorities, 
the premier said: 

“At a critical moment we found a 
journal which thought fit to circulate 
a malignant and malicious lie. To 
talk of the freedom of the press in 
such connection is to be guilty of a 
travesty of the noble watchword. The 
press of this country, with two or 
three notorious but negligible excep- 
tions, has shown a fine example and 
the government has valued its co- 
operation.” 


Kitchener’s Journey to Near East. 


The government, said the premier, 
was anxious to introduce into the cen- 
sorship such modifications as experi- 
ence might suggest, but an important 
incident occurred. Lord Kitchener, 
secretary of war, at the request of his 
colleagues, had gone to Paris and had 
had fruitful conversations with the 
premier and war minister there. 

He has gone thence, I hope for a 
short time only,” continued the premier, 
to survey at close quarters the situa- 
tion in the Near East. He takes with 
him the complete confidence of his col- 
leagues an countrymen. He takes 
with him the authority of a great sol- 
dier and administrator, with an unri- 
valed knowledge of the Near East. I 
have every reason to know that his 
mission is regarded with unqualified 
approval and warm sympathy by our 
allies.” a

APRIL 1 OR JULY 11S 
BONE OF CONTENTION 


After Day’s Fight Yester- 
day Truce in Afternoon 
Prevented All-Night Ses- 
sion in the House. 


Everything is cocked and primed for 
a renewal of the filibuster in the house 
this morning, unless a compromise be- 
tween the contending factions is 
reached before the house convenes at 
10 o'clock. 

It appears also that the minority is 
well stocked with the same sort of

made its fight so effective during the 
last two days. 

A prospective all-night session of the 
house was averted yesterday afternoon 
through a temporary truce to ascertain 
whether the warring camps might not 


be able to come to terms. 
It is understood that the terms take 


into consideration a later date when the 
prohibition bills shall become effective. 
The prohibitionists have worded their 
bills to become effective January l, 
1916. The minority has been holding 
out for July 1. It was reported last 
night that a tender of April 1 as a 
compromise date might be made, but 
prospects were then that the minority 
is still in favor of July 1. 
May Be Another Filibuster. 

In event no compromise is reached it 
may be expected that the filibuster will 
last throughout today, and, the minor- 
ity claims, that should the majority 
carry out the threat of an all-night 
endurance contest which was made yes- 
terday, the minority feels itself cap- 
able of greeting the dawn with the 
fight still in progress.

Upon call the speaker then ordered 
the main question, which was upon 
the resolution of Judge Hopkins, of 
Thomas, for an unlimited afternoon 


session. 

Mr. Blackburn again called for the 
“ayes” and “nays.” 

At this juncture Judge Hopkins, after 
a conference with Mr. Blackburn, ask 
unanimous consent to have the main 
senate prohibition bill, which had been 
read at the morning session, committed 
to general judiciary committee No. 2, 
after which the house should adjourn 
until Wednesday morning at 10 o'clock. 
Mr. Blackburn stated that he was 
earnestly in favor of this request being 
granted and choped that no objection 
would be interposed. 

Mr. Fullbright, of Burke, then asked 
that the Fullbright-Eakes bill, passed 
by the senate, be included in the 
unanimous consent request and that 
this bill be committed to the temper- 
ance committeé. 

Mr. Knight, of Berrien, tendered his 
objection before the chair had stated 
the request. Mr. Knight was ap- 
proached by Mr. Sheppard, of Sumter, 
and others and asked not to object. 

The speaker then put the request, 
which was without objection, and the 
house adjourned. 

This will leave the main question 
upon the Hopkins resolution before the 
house under the head of unfinished 
business this morning, and, unless a 
compromise is reached in the mean- 
time, it is expected that the minority 
will again travel by the “aye” and 
“nay” route. 


Morning Session. 


The net total of all that was done in 
the morning session was a continua- 
tion of roll calls and the somewhat 
more numerous presentation of parlia- 
mentary points for ruling by the chair. 

Judge opkins introduced his reso- 
lution again, providing for an unlim- 
ited afternoon session, and the old 
fight was renewed on it. Out of yes- 
terday’s fight, though, grew the open 
admission that it is going to be a case 
of endurance. Representative Knight, 
of Berrien, said the time had come 
for the majority members of the house 
to wrest it from the minority and hand 
it back to the people of Georgia, and 
the one way to do that was to sit 
them out. As he worded his declara- 
tion, “We will simply sit here until 
the rising sun tints. the east and kisses 
the dewdrops from/the falling autumn 
leaves.” To whick Mr. Blackburn de- 
clared that the rising sun would rise on 
saint and sinner alike, and that the mi- 
nority would just as comfortably sleep 
in its chairs throughout tonight as the 
majority, “and when the sun is kissing 
away those dewdrops we will be right 
here with you.” 


Afternoon Session Questioned, 


Just before the time for the 1 o’clock 
adjournment the parliamentary ques- 
tion was raised of whether or not the 
house had the righto sit in afternoon 
session, inasmuch as there was then 
pending before the house a motion to 
reconsider the action in passing the res- 
olution providing for an afternoon ses- 
sion. The leader of the minority forces 
propounded to the chair the problem 
that, if the house this afternoon vote 
to reconsider that action, then what 
will be the legal status of an after- 
noon session, inasmuch as the rules of 
the house provide for a session only 
from 10 to 1, and under a reconsidera- 
tion of the vote on the Hopkins resolu- 
tion there would be no right to hold an 
afternoon session. 

Speaker Burwell ruled that the reso- 
lution became live and operative on its 
passage, and therefore the house would 
meet at 3 o'clock. If it voted to re- 
consider that vote would have been 
taken in a session properly provided 
for, and it would be with the house 
itself to then adjourn. 

In offering his resolution for an un- 
limited afternoon session, Judge W. H. 
Hopkins said it was proposed in per- 
fect good faith and under his con- 
struction of the dfity devolving upon 
the members of the house to the state. 

Mr. Blackburn offered as a substi- 
tute the proposition that the sessions 
from today on be from 10 to 1 and 
from 3 in the afternoon, 
would prevent the possibility of night 
sessions.

Rome, November 9.—(Via Paris.)— 
The following official statement was 
issued, at the headquarters of the Ital- 
ian general staff: 

“In the Daone valley one of our 
reconnoitering parties attacked and 
put to flight enemy detachments con- 
cealed in the vicinity of Murandin 
bridge, between Valdaone and the 
river. 

“In the upper Cordevole our offen- 
sive aginst the formidable rampart of 
Col di Lana was crowned with success. 
Exceptional difficulties of terrain to 
which must be added numerous pow- 
erful defensive works, the determined 
resistance of the enemy and the sever- 
ity of the early winter have not suc- 
ceded in arresting the forward march 
of our brave troops. After an effective 
artillery preparation our infantry, by 
a fast and furious attack, took enemy 
after- 
noon, hoisting our colors on the steep 
summit which rises among the snow 
to a height of 8,000 feet. We have 
made up to the present 100 prisoners, 
four of whom are officers belenartaa 
to the emperor’s own light infantry 
(Kaiserjaeger). We also took a ma- 
chine gun with a great quantity of 
munitions and other war material. 

“Along the Isonzo front the activ- 
ity of our artillery continues. Thanks 
to its support, our infantry made a 
bold attack on the enemy defenses. We 
thus made several prisoners, took two 
small guns, one machine gun, one 
ae ge mortar and a quantity of muni- 

ons.“ ö

In the capture of Krusevac by the 
Germans, 7,000 Serbian were made 
risoners. Fifty cannon, including ten 
eavy pieces also were taken at Kruse- 
vac. 

The text of today’s German official 
statement concerning the Balkan cam- 
paign follows: 

“South of Kralievo and southwest 
of Krusevac the enemy has been driv- 
en out of his rear guard positions. Our 
troops are continuing the advance. The 
heights near Gyunis on the left bank 
of the Morava were stormed. 

“The booty taken at Krusevac was 
increased to about 30 cannon, including 
ten heavy pieces. The number of pris- 
oners was increased to 7,000. 

“The army (Bulgarian) of General 
Boyadjieff on the evening of Novem- 
ber 7 had reached the Morava at a 
point northwest of AleKsinac, which is 
to the northwest of Nish.

CAN THEY BE SILENT? 


Will the Atlanta women in the suffrage 
parade of Harvest Week maintain silence? 

Those who witnessed the 
parade in New York recently, the largest 
and best organized ever held in this country, 
claim that one of the most impressive inci- 
dents in the long line of march was the sev- 
eral organizations and companies of women 
who maintained the strictest’ silence. 


| Marching four abreast, their hands slightly 


raised, and touching, they presented an 
order and precision in the parade distin- 
guishing them from those who did not main- 
tain silence. : 

When the first large suffrage parade was 
held in London several years ago, ten thou- 
sand women marched in absolute silence. 
James Douglas, the British critic, converted 
by the incident to the suffrage cause, de- 
clared that tle silence of the women dra- 
matically proclaimed the woman tragedy, for 
ages, and he wrote his famous suffrage plea, 
entitled, Banners Flying,” which has be- 
come a part of international suffrage litera- 
ture. Aside from the psychological signifi- 
cance of silence being an eloquent plea for 
the cause, it adds to the dignity and impres- 
siveness that characterizes a function in 


‘which the representative women of any city 


or community, proclaim in public their belief 
in the cause for which woman’s ‘suffrage 
stands. 


CO-OPERATIVE FARMING. 


Appearance in’ Georgia of the Mexican 
cotton boll weevil has created occasion and 
necessity for co-operative farming that has 
not heretofore existed. This is not co-op- 
eration in the sense of community sharing 


the standpoint of mutual assistance rendered 
through the adoption and carrying out of a 
certain line of policy for the benefit of all 
concerned. , 

Farmers’ organizations for the purpose 
of meeting and battling with boll weevil 
conditions were formed in some of the 
southwestern Georgia counties, with the 
assistance of the state department of ento- 
mology, two or three years before the boll 
weevil got into the state. 

These organizations have been at work 
ever since preparing for the coming of this 
pest. They have been cultivating certain 
varieties of cotton which most successfully 
withstand its attacks, and they have been 
studying and applying those. methods which 
have been used most successfully in com- 
batting the weevil in other states which it 
had already invaded. 

Farmers in some of the counties of the 
state to which the weevil has not yet pene 
trated have been quick to appreciate the 
value of this co-operative organization and 
have already begun to adopt the methods

“The chamber enlisted the support of the 
city and county governments in this enter- 
prise, and through their liberal aid was able 
to place this project on a firm financial basis 
and build these mammoth buildings, which 
will furnish sufficient space for exhibits of 
the corn clubs and canning clubs, pig clubs 
and the divisions of the crop clubs, hay, oats 
and cowpeas, and poultry clubs, which an- 
nually are to exhibit in Atlanta, according 


to the plans. : 
“The city appropriated $75,000 for per- 


‘manent buildings and improvements on the 


city’s land at Lakewood, and the county of 
Fulton appropriated $75,000 for a like pur- 
3 The fair association was then organized 
y the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce and 
preferred stock was sold to the amount of 
75,000, to be used as a working capital for 
the fair association. 

“The subscription to preferred stock was 
easily secured at a time of great business 
depression. -Mell R. Wilkinson, president of 
the chamber, made the work of raising this 
subscription very easy by taking a large por- 
tion of the stock, and he is one of the largest 
stockholders, individually. Mr. Wilkinson 
was elected president against his protest. 


Officers Elected. 


“The following other officers were then 
elected: Ivan E. Allen, vice president; Walter 
G. Ceoper, vice president: Beaumont Davi- 
son, vice president; H. G. Hastings, vice pres- 
ident; V. H. Kriegshaber,. vice president;

“A board of directors of fifty members 
was then added. An advisory committee, 
composed of representative business men and 
heads of vartous civie and commercial or- 
ganizations of Atlanta, headed by St. Elmo 
Massengale, was then added.

“The fair association, without additio 
cost, has been able to secure about $50, 
of labor from the county, bringing the to 
investment to about $300,000. A new 70-foot 
boulevard has been secured and additional 
land of three acreg deeded to the city, which 
was given by the Haas estate off their prop- 
erty adjoining Lakewood. This land was 
secured through the efforts of S. B. Turman. 

An 8-inch water main has been put ‘in, 
connected with that part of the county, 
ineluding the county school, Lakewood fair 
Buildings and grounds with city water, which 
wili guarantee adequate fire protection for 
this section. Tne Georgia HKailway 
Power company is making additions, double 
tracking and putting in loops, and will have 
cars running to the gateway of the fair 
grounds by next Monday. 

“The present site of the fair buildings is 

right in line with Pryvr street, and when 
the proposed car line is extended out that 
street to the fair grounds, the fair will be 
just as close to the city as Piedment park 
now is. ' 
. “In developing Lakewood for a fair 
ground, the association is also developing 
the 880-acre tract for a permanent all-the- 
year-round park and playground. The park 
has been taken over by the fair association 
for the entire year, and will provide free 
bathing and other forms of amusement for 
the entertainment and recreation of the pub- 
lic. Eventually tennis courts, golf links, 
baseball diamonds, wading pools, play- 
grounds, scenic railways, merry-go-rounds, 
chute-the-chute both on land and water, 
will be established over the park. 

The grounds will be ready on November 
16 for the corn and canning club shows, and 
an exhibit and sale of Hereford cattle, which 
is the finest collection of this breed of cattle 
ever held in the south, and for which a pre- 
mium list of $5,000 has been offered; also a 
Sale and exhibit of the leading breeds. of 
swine; together with a model agricultural 
display with $1,000 cash premiums offered by 
The Southern Ruralist.” 

Mr. Allen goes on in his report to praise 
the. city and county officials and public- 
spirited citizens who have co-operated in the 
building of the fair buildings and grounds. 


Race Track Around Lake. 

He pointed out that the amusement fea- 
ture of the park grounds was being stressed, 
and stated that among other attractions that 
the association would install a mile race 
track around the lake, which will be the 
most picturesque in the nation. 

He states that the main object of the fair 
which is the development of agriculture and 
industry in the southeastern states, will be 
to push these projects. 

e also stated that the association would 
make arrangements to hold a farmers’ insti- 
tute each year. 

At’ the conclusion of this report a loud 
ovation greeted Mr. Allen. 

He then proceeded to read the report of 
the building committee of the fair associa- 
tion, of which he also.was chairman. 

He told of how the local chapter of the 
American Institute of Architecture had co- 
operated in 893 plans for the build- 
ings, and how the plans of W. J. Sayward 
were finally accepted as being the most suit- 
able, substantial and at the same time most 
economical. wick

architect and engineer of construction. 

Buildings at Fair Grounds. 

Two twin buildings of 100 by 280 feet 
each, with a total exhibit space of 35,000 
square feet, have been erected.

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500 Delegates From All 
Atlantic Coast States Are 
in Attendance — Secretary 
Redfield Is Present. 


Savannah, Ga., November 9.—With 
over 600 delegates in attendance from 
all the Atlantic coast states, the eighth 
annual convention of the Atiantic 
Deeper Waterways association opened 
in the Chatham Artillery armory here 
this afternoon. President J. Hampton 
Moore, of Philadelphia, presided. The 
convention will continue in session un- 
til Friday afternoon. 

Assembling at the headquarters ho- 
tel, the delegates, headed by President 
Moore and Mayor Wallace J. Pierpont, 
of Savannah, marched to the conven- 
tion hall. Secretary Redfield, of the 
commerce department, joined them at 
the entrance and was greeted with 
general applause. 

Distinguished Orators Speak. 

The initial session was opened with 
invocation by Right Rev. F. F. Reese, 
Episcopal bishop of Georgia. Ad- 
dresses of welcome on behalf of the 
city by Mayor Pierpont and on behalf 
of the state by Senator Thomas W. 
Hardwick were responded to by Colo- 
nel John P. Sanborn, of Newport, rep- 
resenting the governor of Rhode IS- 
land, and Congressman A. J. Barch- 
field, of Pennsylvania, respectively. 
“The Story of Savannah” and its im- 
portance in its relation to the Atlantic 
waterways system was related by Pe- 
ter W. Meldrim, former president of 
the American Bar association. * 

In his annual address, President 
Moore said that the inland waterways 
project which the association has been 
advocating for the past eight years 
contemplates the extension of trade 
within the borders of the United States, 
the opening up of new territory not 
hitherto profitably inhabitable, the 
cheapening of transportation and the 
conservation of life and property. 

“Another phase of the inland water- 
ways question,” said President Moore, 
“and one which is now uppermost in 
the thoughts of all the states is that 
of preparedness—preparedness of coast 
defenses and the approaches thereto by 
water, as well as preparedness on the 
high seas. 

For Defense of Coast. 3 

“And yet, there are those who would 
economize in river and harbor con- 
struction at this particular time, and 
where would the enemy be more like- 
ly to strike than where the plunder 
would be richest and the damage the 
greatest? And where could more plun- 
der be had and more damage wrought 
than along the Atlantic seaboard?... 
We are not yet invulnerable, nor are 
we immune. If our navy is to 
be increased, then the channels along 
the coast, which are as serviceable to 
the navy as they are to commerce, 
must be kept in order. Whether 
We deal with this question as one of 
commercial need or military prepared - 
ness, this is not the time to foolishly 
economize upon serviceable and worthy 
river and harbor and waterways ex- 
penditures.“ 

Tonight the delegates attended a 
formal reception and ball at the con- 
vention hall under the auspices of the 
local committees. 

Two sessions will be held tomorrow 
—mmorning and evening. In the after- 
noon the visitors will inspect..the na- 
val vessels in the harbor and later go 
for autgmobile trip to the county farm, 
where an old-fashioned Georgia sugar 
boiling and negro singers will provide 
entertainment. Secretary Daniels is 
expected to reach the city tomorrow 
and speak at the morning or evening 
seesion.

When Emperor Yoshihito informed 
the spirits of his imperial ancestors 
that he had ascended to the eternal 
throne he was fulfillmg the fundamen- 
tal doctrine of Japanese life, namely 
the constant communication with an 
worship of those who have gone be- 
fore. very important event in the life 
of the royal family or of the nation is 
imparted to the spirits of the royal fore- 
fathers—especially births, 
coronations—and all great affairs of 
state like declarations of war and the 
conclusion of treaties with foreign 
powess are reported to the shrine of 
he first imperial ancestor at Ise. 

Ancestor worship dates back to the 
earliest days of Japanese history and 
has persisted through generations as 
the widespread and deep-rooted faith 
of the people. 

The most comprehensive conception 
of Japan may be had by considering 
the nation as one great family with 
the imperial house at the head as the 
principal family and all the people as 
members of houses which are branches 
of and subjects to the imperial house— 
with the basis of the entire system an- 
cestor worship. 


8,000,000 Shinte Gods. 


The custom of worshipping ances- 
tors has come to be known as Shinto- 
ism, meaning literally, “the way of the 

ods.” The other great Japanese re- 
igion is Buddhism, but the two are 
now greatly intermerged in practice. 
Every Japanese is protected from birth 
by some Shinto deity. Shinto has no 
sacred book like the Bible of Chris- 
tianity or the Korean of oham- 
— nor any code of morals of or

t is a combination of ancestor wor- 
Ship and nature worship. It has gods 
an oddesses of the wind, the ocean, 
fire, food, pestilence and of mountains 
forests and rivers. There are 8,000,006 
deities of heaven and earth. The lead- 
ing god is Amaterasu, the sun god- 
dess and imperial ancestress whose 
shrine at Ise is the Mecca for all Ja- 
pan. 

The theory of life preached by Shin- 
toism has been summarized as “Follow 
your natural impulse and obey the mi- 

ado’s decrees.” Historians are agreed 
that no ideas as to future reward or 
punishment occupy the attention, but 
yet in a general way there is faith in 
an existence beyond the grave. The 
most predominating aspect of the re- 
ligion is the insistence on cleanliness. 

One 
of them, known as Tenrikyo, has“ ob- 
tained thousands of converts in recent 
years by its doctrine of peering the 
sick. Some Japanese call it the Tis- 
tian Science of Japan.

STOCKHOLDERS’ MEETING 
OF THE EMPIRE LIFE 00. 


Lack of Quorum Prevents Of- 
ficial Action — Company’s 
Condition Considered. 


A meeting of the stockholders of the 
Empire Life Insurance company was 
called to meet at the office of the in- 
surance commissioner of Georgia at the 
capitol on yesterday at noon to in- 
dorse the plan of reinsurance embodied 
in the petition for direction filed in 
Fulton superior court. 

On account of the lack of a quorum 
responding, no official meeting of the 
stockholders could be held, but those 
present resolved themselves into an 
advisory meeting and discussed at 
length the condition of the company 
and other matters relating to the pro- 
posed plan of reinsurance. 

Colonel E. W. Butler, one of the 
stockholders of the company, from 
Madison, was elected chairman of the 
meeting and J. W. Young secretary. 

Many Proxies Presented. 

A very large number of proxies sent 
by various stockholders were present- 
ed to W. W. Reid, president of the Em- 
pire Life Insurance company, and by 
Hon, William A. Wright, insurance 
commissioner of Georgia. 

Objection to the use of these proxies 
was made on the ground that the prop- 
osition to be voted on involved a rati- 
fication of the contract effected by the 
officers of the company and approved 
by the insurance commissioner, on 
which account these officials would be 
voting their proxies to ratify their 
own acts, but the objection was over- 
ruled by the chairman. 

A resolution was submitted express- 
ing approval of the plan of reinsurance 
as set out in the petition for direc- 
tion, and in the course of the discus- 
sion an issue was made upon the valu- 
ation of the assets of the Empire Life 
Insurance company, as accepted by the 
insurance department of Georgia, those 
objecting to the plan of reinsurance 
contending that the company had re- 
cently been held solvent by the in- 
surance board of Georgia, consisting 
of ex-Governor John A. Slaton, ex- 
Attorney General Warren Grice and In- 
surance Commissioner Wright, and 
that the figures submitted by the - 
surance commissioner showed the com- 
pany to be still solvent. 

Motions Veted Down. 

A motion was made to appoint a com- 
mittee of three stockholders to inves- 
tigate the conditions involved in the 
proposed plan of reinsurance, and the 
motion, after debate, was voted down. 

Another motion was then made, re- 
questing the insurance commissioner 
to furnish the stockholders, in advance 
of the court hearing, with an estimate 
of the present value of the assets of 
the Empire Life Insurance company, 
but upon the suggestion of the attor- 
ney for the insurance department this 
motion was also voted down. 

The resolution approving the pro- 
posed plan of reinsurance was then 
adopted by the meeting on a divided 
vote. 

No action was taken by the meeting 
looking to a renewal of the efforts to 
have a meeti of the stockholders to 
ratify the advisory action of yester- 
day or to approve the proposed plan 
of reinsurance as embodied in the pe- 
tition for direction.

New York, November 9.—An early de- 
cline carried the cotton market into 
new low ground for the movement dur- 
ing today’s trading, but rather sharp 
rallies followed, with January selling 
up from 11.40 to 11.67 and closing at 
11.58. The general list closed steady 
at a net advance of 3 to 5 points. 

The market opened at an advance of 
3 to 8 points in response to a relatively 
steady showing in Liverpool and pri- 
vate cables reporting that southern 
spot holders were not following the 
decline in futures. The weather map, 
however, showed no damaging temper- 
ature in the south, which was doubt- 
less a disappointment to some of yes- 
terday’s buyers, while Liverpool was 
a seller here, as though expecting to 
see still wider differences and the mar- 
Ket soon weakened under this press- 
ure, Wall street and Southern selling. 
The offerings became more active and 
general as prices eased off, and stop 
orders were uncovered on the break 
into new low ground for the movement, 
with December contracts selling down 
to 11.28, March to 11.61 and May to 
11.75. At this decline of about $9 per 
bale from the season’s high records on 
January contracts, the selling became 
less active, and prices steadied on cov- 
ering of shorts. 

Spot houses or trade interests ap- 
peared to be moderate buyers, and the 
demand grew more active during the 
forenoon from both exporters and do- 
mestic mills. The raily carried De- 
cember up to 11.47, March to 11.84 and 
May to 11.97 in the late trading, with 
the market closing 3 or 4 points off 
from the best under realizings. Talk 
of an improving- spot demand was the 
prominent feature on the afternoon ad- 
vance here, although a good deal of the 
buying was doubtless in expectation 
of a rection after the recent severe 
break. *

New Orleans Rises 5 to 7 Points. 

New Orleans, La., November 9.—Small 
advances and moderate decline featured 
the cotton market today. here was 
little decided trend. Late in the ses- 
sion steadiness was shown, but the 
foundation for this appeared to be 
nothing more than very vague peace 
rumors. The close was at a net gain 
of 5 to 7 points. 

On the opening call prices were sent 
6 points over yesterday’s close by the 
strength of Liverpool. This was the 
highest of the day. Offerings became 
heavy, shorts increasing their commit- 

ents, while longs were disposed to 
liquidate. The slow treading in the 
spot department appeared to be one of 
the main reasons for the selling, al- 
though reports from the interior claim- 
ed that spots were as firmly held as 
ever and that many producers were 
taking advantage of the facilities of- 
fered by the federal reserve banks for 
money with which to carry their cot- 
ton. At the lowest prices were at a 
net decline of 13 to 15 points.

Movements Marketward. 


Chicago, November 9%.—Rapid en- 
larsgement of stocks, both domestic and 
foreign, tended today 
bearish sentiment regarding wheat. 
The market closed nervous, 7-8@1 to 
11-8 net lower, with December at 
$1.02 1-8 and May at $1.03 1-4@1.03 3-8. 
Corn showed a loss of 1-16th for De- 
cember, but 1-2@5-8 advance for May; 
oats finished unchanged to 1-8 lower, 
and provisions down 71-2 to 36. 

Hurried uhloading by owners of 
wheat took ce as soon as figures 
were posted disclosing a big increase 
in the world’s available stock. The 
bulls had previously been handicapped 
by liberal receipts at the chief termi- 
nals northwest and southwest of here, 
but the selling pressure became much 
more pronounced and was only a little 
relaxed in the dealings near the end 
of the session. Forecasts of show- 
ers that would tend to improve the 
condition of the newly seeded winter 
crop formed one of the main elements 
adverse to any important rally. 

Breaks in the price of wheat were 
followed by reports that as a result 
farmers in Nebraska and the north- 
west showed signs of adopting a policy 
of holding back consignments. Traders 
friendly to an advance derived a minor 
degree of comfort also from word that 
estimates of the Argentine exportable 
surplus would have to be cut owing 
to damage done by drought. 

Corn deevioped comparative strength, 
influenced by opinions that measured 
by feeding value, the total domestic 
yield this season was dut slightly 
above the crop of 1914. Judged by the 
same standard an actual shortage was 
said to be indicated for the surplus 
states. 

Oats held about steady. Offerings 
were absorbed by houses that usually 
act for the seaboard. 

Provisions gave way with hogs. 
Transactions were almost entirely con- 
fined to packers and to stock yard 
speculators.
